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Divided ASI Senate 
opposes GE humanities

Associated Students Inc. voted in 
favor of a resolution opposing pro- 
posed changes to the arts and humani- 
ties category of the general education 
policy. 

Thé resolution, discussed on Oct. 
19, divided the student government 
senate, with a 9-6 vote in favor of the 
resolution and four abstentions. 

Currently, the GE requirements 
for the arts and humanities catego- 
ry mandates students take six units 
from two out of three humanities dis- 
ciplines. The proposed change would

allow students to take three units of 
art and six units from any: two hu- 
manities disciplines, said Lynn Ma- 
honey, associate vice president for 
undergraduate studies. 

“The changes are all motivated by 
a desire to simplify the GE require- 
ments,” Mahoney said. 

Senator Jorge Soriano, however, 
stated that there had not been many 
complaints from students regarding 
the current arts and humanities cat- 
egory of the GE policy. 

“There is not a pressing need for 
change,” Soriano said during the meét- 
ing. “Do not fix what is not broken.” 

College of Liberal Arts Student 
Council President, James Suazo, was 
also present during the meeting and 
expressed his concerns that the change 
to the category would take away from 
what GE classes are suppose to do fora 
student’s education.

$4 million will go to 
help those studying 
science, math, tech, 
and engineering.

Cal State Long Beach has been 
awarded a $4.4 million grant from 
the U.S. Department of Education 
in order to increase the number of 
Latino students studying science, 
technology, engineering and math- 
ematics. 

The grant money will be used to 
‘develop a program called Promotores 
de STEM, which will focus on Lati- 
nos who are the first in their family 
to go to college and want to pursue 
a degree in the STEM (science, tech- 
nology, engineering and mathemat- 
ics) fields. 

Students with a GPA below 2.0 
to 2.5 will be invited to the program 
this spring. 

Plans include summer programs, 
connecting Latino STEM students 
to a faculty mentor and supplemental 
instruction. 


Students who are selected for the 
supplemental summer ‘session will 
be awarded a stipend of more than 
$3,000 for a research project related 
to their major. 

CSULB is one of the top 10 col- 
leges in the nation for awarding 
bachelors’ and masters’ degrees to 
Hispanic students. 

- According to Institutional Re- 
search and Assessment at CSULB, 
in the spring 2011 semester approxi- 
mately 36 percent of the undergradu- 
ate student body was made up of 
Latinos. 

Associate Professor of chemistry 
and biochemistry Alvaro Monge be- 
lieves that the number of Hispanic 
students in STEM majors is low be- 
cause of a lack of academic support. 

“They might start in the STEM 
field, but they don’t stay there,” 
Monge said. 

Monge went on to say that there 


.are only two Hispanic professors in 


the college of engineering and he 
thinks that creates a lack of role mod- 
els for Hispanic students.

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Death toll 
reaches 279 
in Turkey 
earthquake 


ISTANBUL (MCT) — The death toll 
in southeastern Turkey climbed to at 
least 279 Monday, a day after a 7.2-mag- 
nitude earthquake devastated the region. 

Although the death toll was slowly 
ratcheting upwards, Interior Minister 
Idris Naim Sahin said it was unlikely to 
reach the 1,000 deaths feared Sunday. 

At least 1,300 people were injured 
in the province of Van, Deputy Prime 
Minister Bulent Arinc said. 

In the city of Ercis, which was worst hit 
by the quake, 970 buildings — or about a 
third of the total — collapsed, according to 
the government’s emergency committee. 

More than 1,200 doctors and rescue 
workers from across the country were 
sent to the region. Heavy machinery 
was being used to help clear rubble and

The resolution passed on its third 
reading in an Oct. 19 ASI Senate

The Academic Senate approved’a 
change to the arts and humanities cat-° 
egory during their meeting on Oct. 20. 
The initially proposed change would 
have allowed students to take three 
units of art and six units of humanities 
from any two humanities disciplines, 
Mahoney said.

Felix and Ramachandra spent 
much of October pushing for the pas- 
sage of the ban recommendation. 

“I feel like a big weight has been 
lifted off of our shoulders,” Felix said, 
describing the resolution as “baby 
steps” toward a greener Cal State 
Long Beach. 

Ramachandra said he was relieved 
by the resolution’s passage, but disap- 
pointed by its implementation date. 

“It would have been nice to see it 
set in motion by the spring,” Ramach- 
andra said. 

Both Felix and Ramachandra are 
glad to see CSULB’s policy on plastic 
bags finally syne up with the city of 
Long Beach’s. The port city ceased 
distributing plastic bags in supermar- 
kets, pharmacies and other large retail 
stores Aug. 1. 


There was also a counter proposal by 
some from the Academic Senate that 
was subsequently approved, Mahoney 
said. If this counter proposal receives 
final approval from the Academic Sen- 
ate, then students will be required to 
take three units of.art, three units of hu- 
manities and an additional three units 
of either humanities or art effective fall 
2012, Mahoney said. 
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California bullet train is a waste of taxpayer’s money 


The California high-speed bullet train that 
has been in the works for the past 15 years is 
having problems getting started. The train 
which would connect Southern California to 
the Bay Area is hay- 
ing trouble getting 
the funding it needs. 
According to the LA 
Times, it is estimated 
to cost about $43 billion for just the first phase 
of the project. 

Now that the reality of this project is starting 
to settle in, Californians need to start asking 
themselves if they really need this. Not only is 
the train going to cost the state billions of dol- 
lars, it is also going to rip through California, 
destroying’homes, businesses, and neighbor- 
hoods in the process. 

Places like Bakersfield are getting the worst of 
it. The LA Times reports that 228 homes, half a 
dozen churches and even Bakersfield High School 
would be lost due to the planned route of the train 
track. The train would also add a lot of noise to 
whatever residential areas it runs through. 

In a time of financial uncertainty such as this, 
is it really necessary to build this high speed 
train? Yes, it would be convenient to have a 
quick way to visit the Bay Area for the day; but 
at what cost? The project won’t be finished for 
years, and these problems are only the first. 

While the train is being built, one of the exist- 
ing paths between Northern and Southern Cali- 
fornia will be unavailable. According to current 
plans, over a mile of the California 99 freeway 
would have to be torn down and relocated by 
about 100 feet, and three exits would have to be 
closed. The 99 freeway serves the majority of 
the farm belt in California and is a major truck 
route. It is unfortunate that a train that is sup- 
posed to make travel faster, will probably cause 
traffic while it’s being built.

California should start to rethink its priorities and consider delay- 
ing this project until there is more money and more time to plan the 
route that is least detrimental to existing communities and roads.

Islamic Sharia law and democracy don’t go hand in hand 


During a drunken poker game last Friday night 
at one of my friends’ houses, an interesting debate 
was born. The.recent ousting and killing of Libyan 
dictator Muammar Gaddafi is a good thing for the 
world, absolutely nobody is disputing that. What 
my friends and I debated over beer and cards, how- 
ever, was what the ramifications of this really are 
and whether this would actually cause the people 
to embrace democracy, or if the government would 
get hijacked by another despot: 

President Barack Obama, in a statement issued 
by the White House shortly after Gaddafi’s death 
said, “After four decades of brutal dictatorship 
and eight months of deadly conflict, the Libyan 
people can now celebrate their freedom and the 
beginning of a new era of promise.” Mr. Presi- 
dent, I respectfully ask that you don’t jump the 
gun just yet because the embracing of democracy 
by a country that practices the law of sharia is 
never a given. 

Sharia law is basically a form of religious . 
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Islamist law, or, more simply, a code of conduct. 
While the law itself has vast interpretations by 
different schools of Muslim thought, one thing is 
agreed upon by virtually all of them — sharia law 
is a reflection of what Muslims believe to be the 
will of God for the rest of humanity.

Muslims or those of the fundamentalist variety, 
“God’s will” is one of the most important things 
to them, and this fact is what makes it so hard to - 
instill a true democracy in an Arabic nation.

According to The Washington Post, Mustafa 
Abdul-Jalil, head of Libya’s National Transitional 
Council, said that the new vision for Libya has 
“an Islamist tint, [and that] Islamic Sharia law 
would be the ‘basic source’ of legislation and ex- 
isting laws that contradict the teachings of Islam 
would be nullified.” Special attention deserves to 
be paid to the last bit in that quote. 

Sharialaw does 
include certain elements- 
that are indicative of de- 
mocracy, most of which 
being the election of 

: - . officials by the people. It 
is the definition of democracy that is the question 
and how that concept is applied when viewed in 
conjunction with sharia law. 

According to Ali Khan, a professor at the 
Washburn University School of Law, sharia law 
contains elements that “are fully compatible with 
democracy, provided that religious minorities are 
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protected and the incumbent Islamic leadership 
remains committed to the right to recall.” As 
history has shown us, “incumbent Islamic leader- 
ship” hasn’t always been so committed to recall. 

It is primarily for these reasons why I take 
Obama’s optimism for Libya with a grain of salt. 
It’s not that the people don’t want to be'free, 
because by and large they do. It’s more about the 
difficulty of implementing a democratic, western 
system, in a region that has never been open to 
western practices that holds the “law of god” 
higher than anything. Sharia law, as backwards as 
most of its tenets are, is an institution in Islamic 
society. : 

I hope it does work in Libya and that the Arab 
Spring sets a precedent for many other nations in 
similar situations, but causing a collective shift in 
how people view democratic law in light of sharia 
is easier said than done.

Each love story takes place at the same 
time, Friday night at 9 p.m., which is 
why viewers will never see the same 
character in multiple scenes. 
Opening’ the play with a short pro- 
logue was Pete (Scotty Tran), the ner- 
vously shy guy who knows he’s in love 
but is too afraid to admit it. Right from 
the start, Tran has the audience laughing 
without even saying one word. Accom- 
panied by the forward and eager Ginette 
(Cassandra Babcock), Tran sits anxious- 
ly waiting and hoping she will make the 
first move or at least say the first word. 
After causing a boast of laughter, 
Tran is also able to show his serious 
side in another scene when he plays 
Phil, the out-of-love irritated husband 


who forgot his anniversary. When 
viewing Tran’s change in demeanour, 
facial expressions and vocal ability, the 
audience easily forgets that Pete and 
Phil are played by the same person. 

Tran also plays a third character, 
Lendall, whose long-time girlfriend 
(Jenna Skeva) of 11 years asks for her 
love back, literally. Skeva has the audi- 
ence cracking up when she grabs Len- 
dall’s love — in the form of large red 
Santa-like bags — out of the car and 
starts throwing it all over the stage. 

It is interesting to see how Skéva is 
able to portray the hysterical girlfriend, 


’ who is giving up on love, then see her 


in another scene as Sandrine, the sexy 
confident woman who is. admired by 
her ex-boyfriend (Faisal Salah). 


The real transformation for Skeva 
is in her final scene where she plays 
Rhonda, the butch mill worker who has 
never been kissed by a man. After hear- 
ing her deep voice, seeing her punch her 
buddy (Colin Horan) and understand- 


ing her confusion on the topic of love, 


one would never believe she could be an 
attractive woman in a dress. 

With a diverse set of realistic char- 
acters, and the magical realities of love, 
“Almost, Maine” runs through Nov. 5.

The film’s music and cinematogra- 
phy are reminiscent of a spaghetti west- 
ern. The tone is very different than the 
past four “Shrek” films, and it’s easy 
to forget that these movies take place 
in the same world. The twisted fairy 
tale references are still there, but they 
are more restrained than in the previous 
“Shrek” films. Instead of overusing 
fairy tale puns, the film sticks to Jack 
and the Beanstalk as its main story. 

Jack and Jill have been completely 


re-imagined as giant, gun-wielding 
outlaws who want the magic beans for 
themselves. 

Galifinakis’ character of Humpty is 
a constant source of comedy due to his 
absurd shape and size. Humpty is bril- 
liant at coming up with schemes and in- 
veftions, but can barely stand up on his 
own. Galifinakis’ voice brings a certain 
level of innocence and sadness to the 
character, who just wants to be taken 


seriously and find his place in the world. ° 


One of the best aspects of the film is 
the 3D animation. In the last few years 
Dreamworks has been perfecting the 
art of 3D filmmaking. The film looks 


gorgeous on an IMAX screen, and the 
scenes of the characters flying through 
the cloud atop a enn beanstalk are ex- 
hilarating. 

The humor in the film is very con- 
sistent with the other “Shrek” movies. 
Some of the jokes and references are 
obviously for adults, including a mari- 
juana reference and multiple mentions 
of Puss’ prowess with the ladies. These 
jokes seemed forced at times, and it is 
obvious that the writers were inserting 
them into the film to make sure parents 
enjoy the experience as much as their 
kids do. Unlike Pixar, Dreamworks 
does not have enough faith in their sto- 


rytelling. Adult jokes are not necessary 
if the story is engaging, which has been 


proven time and again by films like’ 


“Up” and “Finding Nemo.” 

Overall, Puss and Boots is a fun and 
refreshing revival of the Shrek universe. 
Since the film takes place before Puss 
crossed paths with Shrek and Donkey, 
there is no doubt, that this movie will 
have sequels of its own. While some 
of the humor from the “Shrek” films is 
still here, the animation and scenery is 


far superior. It is definitely worth see- 


ing in 3D, preferably IMAX< if possible.
